A mild winter, Mathon 
says. A void December and 
January, retorts Doc We'll 
be eagerly wajfjug to see who 
is right. 
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Step aside, Mathon. Chuck 
(Doc) Solar is taking over. 
And Chuck says.your weather 
predictions are for the birds. 

Chuck— Dr. Charles Solar, 
podiatrist, of 'Antioch— bases 
his weather forecasts on the 
mushrooms. For years, he 
says, he has been reading 
Mathon Kyrlstsis's annual 
forecasts. And either perch 
are very unreliable weather 
forecasters, ' says Chuck, or 
Mathon - jast~does~irot _ speak: 
their language. 

A story on the front page 
of the Chicago Tribune last 
Monday giving the results, of 
Mathon's latest chat with his 
finny friends was the straw 
that broke the camel's back, 
as far as Doc was concerned. 
Mathon confidently predict- 
ed a mild winter. "Tain't 
so," says Doc. "The mush- 
rooms have'snoken "■■' '" 

Now mushrooms, says Doc, 
know what they're talking 
about, weather-wise. And he 
has complete faith in his abil- 
ity to interpret' their Ian- 
guage. He has gathered 
mushrooms since he was 
knee high to a grasshopper, 
mushroom lore is. .bred into 
his bones as an inheritance 
of his Bohemian ancestors, 
and he practices the art of 
mushroom gathering, eating 
and interpreting faithfully. 

So now for Chuck's fearless 
forecast. And we'd like to 
point out that he's consider- 
ably more specific than Ma- 
thon, who merely says. "Mild" 
or "cold" winter, and leaves 
the rest to your own inter- 
pretation of what constitutes 
mild or cold. 

We'll have a nice, mild 
October and November, says 
Doc. A cold December and 
January, then mild weather 
for the balance of the winter. 
Not too bad, huh? 

Doc Solar's prediction is 
based on the sponge, or cauli- 
flower mushroom, a sample 
of which he shows in the ac- 
companying picture. These 
mushrooms — and Doc's des- 
cription of the gustatory 
pleasures of eating them will 
make you drool— normally 
show up in this area around 
the first of October. This 
year, August's cool weather 
hastened the season, and 
brought the mushrooms about 
a month early. Hence the 
cold. December forecast. 

The sponge" mushrooms, If 
you're interested in some 
botanical sidelights, grow on 
black oak trees. They can 
attain a huge side, some grow- 
ing to 30 or 40 pounds of lip- 
smacking goodness. 

Doc has complete faith, 
also, in Ills ability to piek 
non-poisonous mushrooms. He 
doesn't give any rule of 
thumb for doing so, he Just 
knows the varieties. Never 
made a mistake yet, he says. 
tie's also a connoisseur. 
He's faintly contemptuous of 
those mushroom enthusiasts 
who gather just any old edl- 
. ble mushroom. There are 
only three varieties in this 
area worth eating, he says— 
the sponge mushroom, the 
button, and a third, which he 
failed to name, but of which W.S.C.S. RUMMAGE 
he showed us a sample— a SALE OCT.

Work on the 
addition will commence soon. 

A letter from the State Su- 
perintendent of Public In 
atruction was read advising 
that the school district would 
receive integrated aid for the 
coming school year. 

The board approved the in- 
stallation of a low Century 
fence around the south bal- 
cony of the gym. The fence 
is for protection during phy- 
sical education classes. 

School enrollment as of 
September 8 is 743 students. 
This includes 171 seniors, 160 
juniors, 185 sophomores, 225 
freshmen and two special 
students. *.

A Fox Lake woman accused 
of stabbing her husband to 
death Monday has stuck to her 
story that an intruder was 
the murdorer. 

Mrs. Patricia Lynn, a wait- 
ress, says that she and her 
husband were sleeping, and 
that Romcono awakened her 
and said he had killed her 
husband. 

According to sheriff's dep- 
uties, she said she went into 
the kitchen, got a can of beer 
and lit a cigarette, then awak- 
ened her sister-in-law, Mary 
Alice Lynn, who lived with 
them. 

The sister-in-law said she 
had heard nothing, and had 
locked the doors before she 
went to bed. 

George Lynn, 32, a con- 
struction worker, the mur- 
dered man, had been stabbed 
several times in the chest, ac- 
cording to the sheriffs re- 
port. The murder weapon 
was not found.

The present charge is 
against seven manufacturers 
of metal shelving who were 
accused of submitting non- 
competitive, collusive a n d 
rigged bid^ and . price quota- 
tions'" to" public' and govern- 
mental agencies, school dis- 
tricts, libraries and universi- 
ties. 

Clark charges damages in 
an amount in excess of $000,- 
000 above the amount that 
they would have paid in the 
absence of a conspiracy. The 
suit asks treble damages.

the Administration forces had 
succeeded in corralling suffi- 
cient votes to defeat this at- 
tempt at Congressional super- 
vision of P.L. 4H0 expendi- 
tures. Perhaps il should he 
added that ttic -debate which 
occurred was much more 
than a philosophical one. 
Much extravagance and waste 
in the use of these P.L. 4H0 
funds have been disclosed in 
I he past. The tighter rein 
Which would result from sub- 
jecting these expenditures to 
the - appropriations process 
would have a most salutary 
result. 

II may he generally consid- 
ered that Ihe contest between 
the Kxecutive and the Con- 
gress on this subject will he 
wnn eventually l»y the Con- 
gress. In this connection, it 
might he well to consider 
again that control of the rev- 
enues* - and' expenditures is 
vested Constitutionally in ihe 
legislative branch — Ihe Con- 
gress of the United States.

Dob WMIrott, or Floral 
Acres, says the service has 
been available for a year, at 
all florists wluMire members 
of FTD. 

They have a little booklet. 
Which you can pick up :it 
the florist's (providing lie be- 
longs to FTD). It has pic- 
tures of floraj pieces, bou- 
quets and even plants that 
you can order by wire. 

Say. you .order II- IN from 
Floral Acres. You want il 
delivered to someone in 
Kokomo. So ISob orders II- 
]fi from a florist in Kokomo, 
and the person who receives 
the flowers gets exactly wlial 
you ordered. 

And. he added, (be florist 
in Kokomo bad better deliver 
exactly what you ordered, or 
he"ll get kicked out of Ihe 
FTD. And I gathered that's 
as bad as a Mississippian gel- 
ting kicked out of the Ku 
Klux Klan. 

Each florist has instruc- 
tions on how to make up the 
floral pieces, so they'll all be 
the same. There's a new 
book with new designs every 
year. 

So while I had Dob on the 
phone. I asked him how deep 
the present trend toward do- 
nations to Memorial Funds 
in place of flowers was cut- 
ting into the florists' business.

When drivingg al night in 
October weather, remember 
that weather and darkness 
are a deadly combination.

When investigating -com- 
plaints to our Bureau of Con- 
sumer Fraud that auto. parts 
companies wore selling un- 
needod item* 1 to their custom- 
ers, we gave each of 3 com- 
panies 3 chnnces to be honest 
and thev FLUNKED EV- 
EN Y TEST. . 

hi preparing tlie cases, an 
expert mechanic checked the 
electrical systems of automo- 
biles and found .them to.be in 
perfect working order. 

After disconnecting a wire 
to the . voltag e regulato r. 
which caused the dashboard 
generator signal to show red. 
as ah indication of malfunc- 
tioning of the electrical sys- 
tem, my investigators drove 
these automobiles to business 
locations of the 3 companies. 

Instead of merely connect- 
ing the wire which would 
appear to have become sep- 
arated from the voltage regu- 
lator, each of the companies 
on 3 separate occasions sold 
the Investigators cither a gen- 
erator or a generator and a 
voltage regulator. 

In one instance, a company 
with several locations in the 
city Installed an unnecessary 
new generator and voltage 
regulator on one of the auto- 
mobiles used in the investi- 
gation. The new generator 
was removed by our investi- 
gators and put into another 
car, checked out by our ex- 
pert, the field wire discon- 
nected, and the car driven to 
another of the same com- 
pany's locations Here their 
mechanic described their new 
generator as "shot" and re- 
placed it and the \ioltage reg- 
ulator. 

Even in the inter-company 
operation there were two dif- 
ferent charges — the first gen- 
erator and regulator costing 
$44.75 and the second set 
costing $32.06 installed. 

In all cases, when the gen- 
erators and/or regulators 
were removed, my Investi- 
gators asked for the ones 
'which had been removed. 
Due to markings of which 
the mechanics were not 
aware, my investigators were 
able to state positively that 
the generators which were 
returned to them were NOT 
the ones which had been in 
the cars when they were 
driven into the repair shops. 

Our office secured an in- 
junction against each of the 
companies, filing complaints 
simultaneously. The Injunc- 
tion was. granted in each case. 

But- most encouraging to 
our office as well as the con- 
suming public was the im- 
mediate contact made by an 
association representing 11 
auto repair companies. Al 
a meeting of their association 
the day after the complaints 
were filed, the members vol- 
untarily drew up It resolution 
to adopt a code of ethics and 
fair practices. It was signed 
by all of their members,., in- 
cluding two of the companies 
we had sued. The third com- 
pany also adopted a code of 
ethics as set up by my office 
and their legal counsel. 

Asked by TV commentators 
why we chose only certain 
companies, I replied that we 
didn't choose Ihem .... they 
chose themselves. My office 
consistently proceeds against 
merchants who have conduct- 
ed their business in such a 



t way that they become suspect 
by* consumers, who complain 
either to us or to their. local 
better- business*"b'ureau or 
chamber of commerce. ■ 

In all instances of consum- 
er fraud! my office is-reluc* 
tant to proceed against the 
"pattern fraudulent operat- 
ors" inasmuch as -the public 
tends to indict by association 
the legitimate -'merchants in 
the same field. -

The 
sound and light program, in 
front of the Sphinx by moon- 
light is one of the most thrill- 
ing experiences that I have 
ever had. These arc the 
things that I would not miss 
for twice the cost, but I 
would gladly forget the whin- 
ing camel driver begging Tor 
hasheesh, the haggling over 
every purchase, the waiter 
who falls to return your 
change.

League has advised a "go 
slow" attitude on the con- 
struction of a separate county 
office building at Liberty- 
vllle. 

There have been indica- 
tions from members of the 
county board that plans for 
the auxiliary County Building 
may include construction of 
the main jail in Liberlyville. 
Tho present jail in Wauke- 
gan would then only retain a 
few detention cells for pris- 
oners being processed 
through the courts. 

Elmer W. Freytag, presi- 
dent of the Civic League, call- 
ed attention to the experi- 
ence In DuPage county, 
where operational costs of 
offices separated from the 
main county building are 
double the costs in the main 
building. 

"Consensus in the Civic 
League," said President Frey- 
tag, "Is that while service to 
Lake County citizens may be 
improved by locating such 
offices as the county veter- 
inarian in mid-county, the 
county board should consider 
very carefully any plan to 
erect a building away from 
the county seat and move in 
county departments that can 
be operated more efficiently 
and economically in the main

SELECTION OF CLUBS 

Tho number of clubs that 
any player should carry de- 
pends on his ability to use 
them. For a beginner, I rec- 
ommend a brassie and spoon 
for the woods, and the num- 
bers 2, 5 and Irons— and a 
putter. When you become 
familiar with each in this 
basic set, you may add to 
them. 

There arc several import- 
ant considerations in choos- 
ing golf clubs. First, if at all 
possible, tho irons should lie 
part of a matched set. Not 
because they make a more 
Impressive display In your 
bag but because there Is a 
very definite advantage in 
using matched clubs. Bitch 
club with tho samo balance 
and "feel" so that playing the 
2 or 7 Iron would feel ap- 
proximately the same to you. 

Last, and most importuut 
of all, the clubs should be 
fitted to YOU by a competent 
golf professional. This is 
not a commercial plug for 
anyone, but merely a state- 
ment of fact. Only a recog- 
nized professional can advise 
you about what type of clubs 
you should use. His advice 
will be based on your physi- 
cal characteristics, your 
height, weight, length of arms 
and legs— and, most Import- 
ant, on your own particular 
type of swing. * 

It is a combination of such 
factors that your golf profes- 
sional looks for In deciding 
what clubs would be best for 
you and you should avail 
yourself of his special knowl- 
edge to add to your future 
satisfaction and enjoyment of 
the game.

Schools Get 
Refund On 
Bleachers 

Seventy-four Illinois school 
districts will receive shares 
of the $270,0110.00 refund won 
forjhenrby Attorney General 
William G. Clark in his price 
fixing case against six manu- 
facturers of folding gymna- 
sium bleachers. 

The total settlement, ac- 
cording to Clark, amounted 
to $575,000.00.' $300,000.00 
has already been distributed. 

The" price-fixing conspi- 
racy was uncovered by Clark 
in 1002. In February of 
that year he filed suit under 
the Federal Anti-Trust Act to 
recover damages for the 
schools. 

Clark said that representa- 
tives of I he six major manu- 
facturers or folding gymna- 
sium bleachers met periodi- 
cally in a hotel room hi Chi- 
cago from 1054 through 1050. 
At these meetings, the com- 
panies estimated the total 
amount of business to be done 
that year in the sale of the 
bleachers, established prices 
and allocated the amount of 
business each would receive 
that year. They then bid 
collusivcly. 

The companies involved 
were the Wayne Iron Works, 
Wayne, Pa.- Universal Rlcach- 
er Co.,, Champaign,, III.; Saf- 
way Steel Products, Inc., Mil- 
waukee and Consolidated 
Foundries and Manufactur- 
ing Corp., Hcrlln, Wis.; The 
Itrunswick Corp. of Chicago 
and the Mcdart Co. of St 
Louis, Mo.
